N ew Y o rk , July 29th.—Tb e Express says: 
It was rumored today that General Han­ 
cock’s letter of acceptance would be itsued 
this evening, but this afternoon it was defi­ 
nitely learned that it would not be furnished 
tc-day. 
It is believed that the issuance of 
the letter only awaits the arrival of copies of 
Mr. English’s, so that both can be issued 
simultaneously. The Exprert reporter this 
afternoon learned that General Hancock’s 
letter had been ready and in print for several 
days. 
It is understood to be short. 
From 
persons believed to have a general knowledge 
of its substacce it is gathered that its chief 
points are: 
First—That a President’s duties are chiefly 
executive, and that the President must obey 
the Constitution, as the supreme law of the 
land, and obey and e -force the laws of Con­ 
gress, whose duty it is to repeal laws when it 
is found that they have become obnoxious: 
Second—That the political results of war 
must be accepted aud upheld in good faith. 
The constitutional amendments and laws 
enacted in pursuance thereof must be fully 
respected. 
Third—'Die broadest democratic ground 
will be taken on the Chinese question ; that 
Columbia is the asylum and home of the op­ 
pressed of all luids, but that Bhe will not 
tolerate the enslavement of Kbor in any 
form, whether by foreign V>r local contract. 
Fourth—That the duty of the President to 
make recommendations to CongresB is to be 
pursued in no narrow, hut in a thoroughly 
national sense, and as local interests may 
conflict, the duty of reconciling matters over 
which sections may dispute belongs to Con­ 
gress, the law-making power. 
T h e lie Commission—R efu sal to R n llly . 
D e n v e r (Col.), -July 29th.—The Tribune't 
Los Pinos special says: The Indian Com­ 
mission met early yesterday, and the greater 
part of the day was consumed in discussing 
the provisions of tho treaty objected to by the 
Utes at previous councils. They still protest 
against the allotment of land in severalty, and 
yesterday expressed an unwillingness to their 
removal to the junction of the Gunnison and 
Grand rivers, preferring the junction of the 
Uncompahgre and Gunnison rivers. Chief 
Guerro, who has opposed removal from the 
first, expressed himself as willing to surrender 
the mountains to the whites, but is unwilling 
to give up the lands along the rivers. An 
opportunity was yesterday offered by the 
Commissioners for the Indians to sign the rati­ 
fication of the agreement made in Washington 
last winter by Ouray and others, to which not 
a single Indian responded ; nor was Ouray, 
when questioned on the subject, able to give 
the name of a single Indian who had ex­ 
pressed a willingness to sign the treaty. The 
Commissioner addressed the chiefs, inform­ 
ing them that the treaty in its present shape 
was the only terms on which the question 
could be settled, and they mnst accept it or 
nothing. At the suggestion of Ouray, the 
Indians were given nutil to-morrow to deter­ 
mine their action. 
Commissioner Mears, in 
reply to a question of the chief’s as to what 
the Colorado people think of the removal, 
said they could accept the treaty or not; the 
people of Colorado were fully determined 
that the Utes must go, and that he was 
afraid if they didn’t accept the treaty in its 
present shape, with the payment of SCO,000 
and land iu severalty, they would be com­ 
pelled to go and lose everything. 
It will 
likely be a considerable time before the treaty 
is signed.

T he B r itish R everse 
In A fg h a n ista n — 
F u rth er P articu la rs. 
L o n d o n , July 29tb.—The following dis­ 
patch has been received from the Governor 
ot Bombay: General Phayne, replying to a 
telegram asking all the particulars of the dis­ 
aster, telegraphs from Quettah to-day as fol­ 
lows : The following are notes of a conver­ 
sation held yesterday with Geueral Primrose 
before the wires were cut. General Primrose 
said : “ I am anxious to see you coming in 
with as large a force as you can. Small par­ 
ties of General Burrows’ force are constantly 
arriving. It would appear that they were 
only pursued three or four miles. 
I have not 
yet ascertained the losses, hut fear they are 
severe. I have sent out men to assistáthe 
stragglers. The enemy are very btrong in 
artillery. 
They have 35 guns, which they 
work welL 
General Burrows anil the Wali 
Shei are all right. The latter has reached 
Oandahar. Dr. Harvey says only two of our 
guns were lost ; the others are coming in.” 
(Here follows a list of eight British officers 
killed aud five wounded.) Nine officers have 
arrived safely at Candahar. This is all we 
know. 
B o m b at, July 29th.—The fact that only 
two guns were lost leaves ground for hope 
that a portion of Burrows’ force was enabled 
to escape with the other four guns. 
L o n d o n , July 29th.—Shortly after mid­ 
night a telegram was received at the India 
Office from the Viceroy, informing the Gov­ 
ernment of arrangements for the dispatch of 
troops from Quetta and Bombay.

war by a force inferior to General Primrose’s 
against a night attack by 30,000 Afghans. 
now THE NEWS IS RECEIVED. 
D u b lin , July 29th.—The news of the dis­ 
aster in Afghanistan caused the deepest sor­ 
row and consternation here. So profound an 
impression has not been produced on the 
ublic mind since the first battle of the 
Crimea. 
The Standard says one distinct and fixed 
point is that onr supremacy ulu3t be signally 
and effectually vindicated, and the crushing 
disaster avenged in the sight of Afghanistan 
and India. 
It is not known whether General 
Barrows himself is saved. The Queen was 
immediately 
telegraphed on 
receipt 
oi 
the news, and all the Ministers had an in­ 
formal conference. The date of the attack is 
not given, but the military authorities be­ 
lieve it took place Saturday or Sunday last. 
The Times, in its financial article, says the 
disaster depressed Eastern exchanges and 
weakened Indian securities. 
N ew Y o rk , July 29th. — The Herald’s 
London correspondent, speaking of the Par­ 
liamentary proceedings, says: When Lord 
Hartiugton rose to give further information 
that he had deceived, a pin could have been 
beard falling. There was little comfort in 
what he had to say. On the contrary, the 
general impression among members was that 
the affairs were in a worse state than the 
Government admitted. Many persons ac- 
(uainted with Indian affairs expressed their 
.ears lest the Afghan s*cces3 should lead to a 
general rising of the clans and eventually to 
an uprising in India itself, which would be 
more difficult to suppress than the mutiny of 
the Sepoy troops.

B o m b a y, July 29th.—The news from Can­ 
dahar caused immense excitement and con­ 
sternation throughout India. 
It had been 
regarded as certain that General Barrows’ 
force was capable of opposing Ayoob Khan’s 
regulars. Mo shadow of anxiety was felt for 
his safety. 
The Viceroy summoned his 
Csuncil in haste the instant the news of the 
disaster arrived, and although some hope was 
expressed that the report of the losses had 
been exaggerated, there is nothing in the 
latest news at hand to encourage the hope 
that any considerable body of ’ *»ntry 
escaped.

BETTER LATE THAN NEVER. 
We are pleased to see that at last an 
active movement has been originated for 
the preservation of the old Mission Church 
of San Carlos, in Carmelo valley. In a re­ 
cent account of Monterey we took occasion 
to comment upon the singular apathy ex­ 
hibited by the I’ioneer Societies towards 
this venerable and interesting historical 
monument and relic, and we perceive that 
the gentlemen who have undertaken the 
new enterprise make an appeal to those or­ 
ganizations iu the circular which they have 
issued. It cannot be doubted that it is the 
duty of the Pioneers to respond to this in­ 
vitation. In fact they ought not to have 
waited until somebody else jogged their 
memories regarding their responsibilities. 
The preservation of such relics as the old 
Church of Sau Carlos belongs naturally 
and inevitably to them, and if they have 
not sufficient appreciation of their obliga­ 
tions to realize this they had better dis­ 
band, and give up all pretense of caring for 
the historical associations and memorials of 
the State. Whether, however, the proposal 
to "repair” the San Carlos Church is the 
best the situation admits of, is another 
question, and one which ought not to be 
passed upon hastily. In most cases what 
are called restorations are failures. They 
destroy the harmony of the edifices to 
which they are applied, and substitute a 
certain smug newness whioh is ex­ 
tremely unsatisfactory. 
Nor is it certain 
that the San Carlos Church could be 
effectually restored without almost rebuild­ 
ing it. More than half of the roof would 
have to be replaced, and indeed all the 
upper work would need remodeling. It 
may therefore be doubted whether it 
would not be in better taste simply to 
guard ths old building from the weather, 
and clear away the masses of rubbish 
which have been allowed to accumulate 
inside it. All this, however, may be de­ 
termined after a fund has been raised to do 
the necessary work. At present the point 
in order is subscriptions, and we hope to be 
able to announce shortly that the Pioneer 
Societies have responded liberally and 
promptly to the call upon them. 


suspicion is being aroused by the extraordi­ 
nary exhibits made by the census enumera­ 
tors at the South. " In nearly every 
Southern city,” says the dispatch, “ an 
"average increase of from 31) to *40 per 
“ cent, is reported in ten years, while it 
" is generally known that with the excep­ 
tio n of some towns iu \ irginia, Uorida, 
“ Georgia, Arkansas and Texas, there has 
“ been no increase in the South by immi- 
“ gration, either from the North or foreign 
" countries, and it is also known that the 
“ natural increase of the population has 
“ been discounted by deaths and removals.” 
The suspicion that census-stuffing has been 
practiced in a wholesale way at the South 
follows inevitably upon this statement, 
and we have no doubt whatever that this 
kind of fraud has been deliberately em­ 
ployed. Indeed we pointed out the ex­ 
treme probability of such an event before 
the census was taken, basing our conclusion 
upon the general practices of the Southern 
Democrats in all political matters. It 
would in our opinion have been very re­ 
markable had the census beeu taken hon­ 
estly in the South. Such a consummation 
could probably have been reached in no 
other way than by appointing as enumera­ 
tors men who had no interest in poli­ 
tics, or who were not Democrats, and 
under the circumstances this would not 
have been possible without a larger ex­ 
penditure than the Census Bureau was au­ 
thorized to make. The Southern leaders 
have long since abandoned those orderly 
and equitable political methods which 
recognize the sovereignty of opinion. 
They have for years been accustomed to 
trample under foot tbe most fundamental 
principles of democratic government, and 
to seek the maintenance of power by the 
exercise of a tyranny as unscrupulous and 
arbitrary as has ever been wielded by in­ 
dividual despots or oligarchies. To such 
men the taking of a new census could only 
appear as an opportunity to carry their 
familiar methods into a fresh field. They 
at once perceived that if the census was a 
fair one the result must be to diminish 
their political strength, since nothing 
is more certain than that the popu­ 
lation of the South has failed to keep 
pace with that of the rest of the country 
during the past ten years. In that 
period bulldozing has done its legitimate 
work. It has driven out the more enter­ 
prising anil industrious elements. It has 
prevented immigration and investment. 
It has hung as a curee over the whole 
South, and has retarded its growth. The 
consequence is that the Southern States, 
which even in 1870 possessed a larger 
representation than they were fairly en­ 
titled to, taking the ratio of the North as 
a standard, would have lost several Con­ 
gressmen and votes in the Electoral College. 
At present the average ratio of Southern 
representation gives that section an ad­ 
vantage over the North, till fact being that 
the South has a representative for every 
20,000 voters, while the North has one for 
every 25,000 voters, in round numbers. 
The census would, if honestly taken, have 
probably shown an increase of not more 
than ten per cent., if so much, throughout 
the South, and it might have demonstrated 
eveu a positive falling off since 1S70. That 
it should exhibit such gains as are now 
being claimed is wholly unreasonable, and 
they can only be accounted for by the 
theory of sytematic fraud. 


A PREMATURE PROPOSITION. 
A Liberal Association in England has 
proposed the substitution of an elective 
Senate for the hereditary peers. No doubt 
it is the privilege of these Liberal theo- 
rizors to propose that or anything else they 
please, but if anybody dreams that such a 
proposition possesses any special signifi­ 
cance, they are astonishingly ill informed 
concerning the strength of the conservative 
tendency in England. Thero may come a 
time when the House of Lords will yield 
its place to au elective Senate, but no man 
now living will see the change. The En­ 
glish people are not yet tired of their peers, 
though they are accustomed to rate them 
soundly at intervals. Tnere is no general 
yearning after democratic forms of gov- 
srnment in the "tight little island,” in 
fact, though occasional Yankee travelers 
think they have discovered some such 
predilection. The truth is that con­ 
servatism 
is 
perhaps 
the 
most 
powerful mental habit of 
the En­ 
glish masses, and this fact is not suf­ 
ficiently realized. It is not the case that 
the aristocracy alone cling to old forms and 
customs. The lower classes are really far 
less radical than the upper ones. No 
doubt it is possible to find plenty of lower- 
class radicalism in the great cities, such as 
London and Manchester and Birmingham 
and Liverpool, but the great mass of the 
population is scarcely tainted with this 
passion for change, and would be certain 
to resist any serious attempt at abolishing 
the House of I/irds with the utmost de­ 
termination. In fact England is a long 
way from revolution of any kind, except 
in regard to the tenure of land, and the 
change which appears to lie preparirg in 
that regard has been forced by the compe­ 
tition of foreign countries rather than by 
Any home agitation. 


Tbe Southern Democrats are quite equal 
to a plot of this kind, and though a Con­ 
gressional investigation is spoken of now, 
it is difficult to see how such an inquiry 
can undo the evil that appears to have 
been done. Of course any serious doubt 
as to the honesty of the census mu3t vitiate 
its statistics, and it is evident that the rest 
of the country will not be willing to let the 
South fix its own representation by pack­ 
ing the census, as it has already fixed 
its own political status by stuffing the 
ballot-box. 
But no matter how this sub­ 
ject is approached we come back always 
to the fundamental defect of the situation, 
which is the condonation by the country 
of the thoroughly non-American condition 
of Southern society. We are trying, with 
desperate patience, to make believe that 
we still have a Government by the people, 
of the people, and for the people, whereas 
in the Southern States nothing of the 
kind exists, or has existed since the close 
of the rebellion. 
Wo go through 
the motions of democratic political meth­ 
ods, and pretend to believe that we are still 
under majority rule. But in ten States of 
the Union we know well that the ballot is 
a faroe and a mockery, that opinion is not 
free, that the rights of citizenship are mat­ 
ters of color and caste, that fraud and force 
are openly employed to bear down opposi­ 
tion, and that the principles upon which 
the rest of the couutry professes to act are 
there utterly disregarded. We know also 
that the anticipated result of any South­ 
ern election will be the fruit of violence 
aud intimidation, and that hundreds of 
thousands of citizens in those States have 
been, and to-day are, deprived of the fran­ 
chise. While this state of things contin­ 
ues there can be no legitimate democratic 
government anywhere in the country. The 
North is always liable to be overcome by 
the law less methods of the South, and since 
these methods do not represent the 
natural dominance of the majority, it is 
iirqiossible that they should be submitted 
to long. The stuffing of ballot-boxes and 
the falsification of the census are under the 
circumstances quite uatural at the South, 
but such practices must lead either to 
retaliation at the Nortb, and that would 
involve a general Mexicanization of the 
whole country, or they must nerve 
patriotic men to a movement which will 
finally result iu the disfranchisement of 
the South. The latter will have to amend 
its ways peaceably, or it will of necessity 
be deprived of the means of political cheat­ 
ing. No country can snbnnt to the frauds 
aud lawlessness which have now become 
chronic at the South, without surrendering 
its hold upon ordered government, and 
falling into anarchy and political chaos. 


PUT I ING ON THE SCREWS. 


The American press cannot but be inter­ 
ested in knowing that the paper-makers 
have just held their annual meeting, and 
that they have been discussing the best 
metheds of keeping up the present high 
prices of paper by limiting production, and 
other devices familiar to monopolists. The 
American press must also reflect that these 
gentlemen have been fortified in their mo­ 
nopoly by the refusal of a Democratic Con­ 
gress to raise a finger for the relief of the 
oppressed and plundered publishers of the 
country, but that this same Democratic 
Congress encouraged the monopolists to go 
in and bleed their victims more freely by 
giving them practicil assurance that noth­ 
ing should be done to check their rapacity 
for another six months. It is still more 
interesting to recall the fact that the Dem­ 
ocratic party calls itself the party of Free 
T rade, and demands a “ tariff for revenue 
only” in its last platform. 


THE OAKLAND TRAGEDY. 


The destruction of the force of General 
Burrows near Candahar is a very Eerious 
disaster to England. The crushing defeat 
inflicted on a body of troops 2,700 strong, 
by a mass of irregular horse, is of itself 
calculated to encourage all the many tur­ 
bulent and disaffected elements in the 
province, and must almost necessarily 
compel the complete and permanent con­ 
quest of the country. The Indian Gov­ 
ernment cannot afford not to avenge this 
reverse signally, and this time such steps 
must be taken as will render any further 
rising impossible. It is too late now to 
regret the unwarrantable and impolitic 
interference with Afghan politics in the 
beginning. Events have taken the bit in 
their teeth, and have carried the invaders 
far beyond the possibility of retreat, for it 
is not alone the British prestige in Afghan­ 
istan that is concerned, but it is the sta 
bility of the Indian Empire. However 
strongly the Gladstone Government may 
have opposed Lord Beaconsfield’s initial 
movements in this matter, it has no choice 
now but to follow up his policy with the 
utmost vigor, and this must be done 
no matter what additional burdens 
are thus fastened upon the Indian 
treasury, 
if 
indeed 
it 
docs 
not 
become necessary for the home Govern­ 
ment to assume the financial responsibility 
of the new campaign. It is a curious fact 
that no experience seems to ieach British 
commanders the danger of leaving any­ 
thing to chance in countries like Afghan­ 
istan. The history of that province since 
it was known to Europeans has been one 
long record of intestine feuds and acts of 
treachery and cruelty. The English ex­ 
perience of it has been punctuated with 
disasters. And yet to-day we find a Brit­ 
ish General trusting to luck as usual, and 
everybody profoundly astonished that he 
has come to grief, as every one ought to 
have expected he would. It is perhaps 
fortunate for the British that Russia has 
lately sustained severe reverses in Central 
Asia herself, for this fact removes any 
serious danger from that source, at least for 
the time. The Asiatic view of the invinci­ 
bility of the conquerors of India, however, 
must have undergone a revision recently, 
and the new opinion is assuredly not con­ 
ducive to the maintenance of peaceful re­ 
lations with ambitious Oriental rulers in 
the neighborhood. It would seem that a 
little precaution would have avoided 
this serious catastrophe, but Bince it 
has been suffered there remains nothing 
but energetic rehabilitation, and tbe adop­ 
tion meantime of such measures of pru­ 
dence as may prevent an extension of the 
calamity. It is quite possible that the 
success of Ayoob Khan may be tho signal 
for a general rising throughout the coun­ 
try, in which case Cabul is sure to be at­ 
tacked, and whatever garrisons are access­ 
ible. The English occupation has always 
labored under one serious drawback. It 
has to be mado with so small an army that 
when this is divided for garrison purposes 
the several detachmeuts become too weak 
•for the safety of the whole. It is probable 
that there have never been more than S.OUO 
to 10,C00 thoroughly trustworthy troops 
in Afghanistan, and these have generally 
been divided into two or three columns, 
with the result of weakening the columns 
so as to invite disaster.

Sir Thomas Ilesketh is an English Bar­ 
onet who has for some time been sailing 
and steaming round the world in his own 
steam yacht, the Lancashire Witch. Re­ 
cently lie has been down to Monterey in 
her, and so it happened that he did not 
at once hear of the wreck of the Mathilde, 
and of tho probability that half her crew 
had been cast away upon the island of So­ 
corro, off the Mexican coast. But while 
the agents of the Mathilde were ca’ling on 
the Government for succor, instead of 
fitting out a relief vessel themselves, as 
they unquestionably ought to have done, 
and while the customary red-tape was en­ 
tangling the arms of the Government, Sir 
Thomas Hesketli returned to San Fran­ 
cisco, learned what was wanted, and in­ 
stantly instructed the Captain of the 
Witch to take in supplies and start forth­ 
with m search of the castaways. It had 
taken three days to get the Government to 
the point of letting the Freda, a sailing 
schooner, start on the mission of humanity, 
hut Sir Thomas had his yacht in motion 
for Socorro Island within twelve hours 
of his receipt of the news, and the proba­ 
bility is that she will arrive there several 
days ahead of the Freda, which of course 
is liable to detention from head winds. 
This prompt action on the part of a 
stranger in a case demaiidiug such swift 
relief deserves to be recorded with hearty 
commendation, and we can only hope that 
the magnanimity of the gallant Baronet 
may be rewarded by the discovery and 
rescue of the sufferers through his instru­ 
mentality. 


NO FOREIGNERS HEED APPLY. 


The Chinese Government has given formal 
notice that it docs not intend to employ 
foreigners in its army or navy, in the event 
of war with Russia. So much the worse 
for China. The Council of the Regency 
ought not to have forgotten that if Chinese 
Gordon and his Ever Victorious Army had 
not been available to quell tho Tai-Ping 
rebellion, the present Chinese dynasty 
would without any question have been ex­ 
tinguished long ago. In that case a for­ 
eigner absolutely preserved the Chinese 
Empire, and therefore it is somewhat un­ 
grateful as well as stupid to exclude all 
foreigners from the army and navy at the 
present time. A carious feature of the 
case is the great number of adventurers 
who have been applying for commands of 
the kind referred to. It shows that there 
still exists plenty of material for knight- 
errantry.

Experim ental S ilk C ulture.—An en­ 
terprising lady of New Oilcans has done 
wonders in experimental silk culture. She 
procured a year ago more than 2,000 eggt 
of the silk-worm, and in a small room as 
her dwelling-house succeeded in hatching 
out a number of worms. But the greatest 
obstacle she had to contend with was the 
difficulty of obtaining food for the worms, 
as she had no mulberry trees on her 
grounds. She finally heard of a place 
which contained many fine specimens of 
the famous morus multicaulis, the owner 
of which kindly permitted her to take as 
many leaves as she desired. The lady hired 
some boys to pick the leaves, and thus pro­ 
cured a sufficiency of food for her pets. 
She persevered, and succeeded in harvest­ 
ing over 2,000 fine cocoons. This season 
she intends to make the experiment on a 
larger scale, as she has obtained more than 
80,000 eggs, and will look for a convenient 
place to hatch them and attend to the 
worms. She has sent specimens of the 
cocoons to France, to Italy and the New 
Jersey silk manufacturers, and has been 
rewarded for her industry and persever- 
auce by the high opinion those who have 
seen these specimens entertain of the Lou­ 
isiana cocoon. 
Now that the proper 
method of hatching the eggs, caring for 
and attending to the worms is known, it 
will be strange if more ladies do not taka 
an interest in this valuable industry.

Follanabee, the sister of Mr. Schrodc-r, had 
said that Dr. Lefevre had taken liberties 
with her, Mr. Follansbee says that his wife 
never knew Dr. Lefevre at all, and it was 
therefore impossible for the statement to 
contain any truth. Mrs. Schroder was not 
present in the witness-room yesterday, as 
btated. 
Dr. Lefevre had a very large practice in 
this city and in San Francisco, and had a 
great many personal friends. Beyond a doubt 
the sympathies of a majority of the com­ 
munity are on his side. 
The remarkable 
testimony of Dr. Stebbins will have some 
effect, however, when it is given to the pub­ 
lic. 
CONTINUATION OF THE PRELIMINARY EXAM 
IN ATI ON— TESTIMONY OF REV. HORATIO 
STEBBINS. 
Oakland, July 29th.—Yesterday after­ 
noon, Dr. Horatio Stebbins, called for the 
defense, after being duly sworn, testified that 
tlie prisoner was hisson-in-law. Mrs. Schroder 
was his daughter. S»w Dr. Lefevre six or 
eight weeks ago, at the latter's office. Ou 
Saturday morniug, June 12tb, Schroder came 
to witness’ house, in San Francisco, laboring 
under great agitation. Witness endeavored 
to compose him, so that he might tell what 
the matter was. After a time he said : “ I 
had a home once----- .” 
The testimony was objected to, and the at­ 
torneys argued the matter at length. 
The Court sustained the objection, saying 
that the testimony was inadmissible on ltgai 
grounds. 
Mr. Foote—Do you believe that Schroder 
believed that Lefevre had had criminal in­ 
tercourse with his wife ? 
Dr. Stebbins—Yes, I do. 
Mr. Foote—Do you know that ? 
Dr. Stebbins—Yes, I do. 
Mr. Foote—How do you know it ? 
This question was objected to by counsel 
for the prosecution, and after considerable 
argument on the part of counsel, the Court 
sustained the objection. 
Mr. Foote—What effect did that informa­ 
tion have upon the prisoner ? 
The question was objected to by counsel 
for prosecution, and objection sustained. 
Mr. Foote—Did you hear, on or about the 
12 th day of J one, that Mrs. Schroder 
acknowledged to her husband that Dr. Lefevre 
had bad criminal intercourse with her ? 
This question was also objected to, and 
sustained by the Court. 
Mr. Cohen, of counsel for the prisoner, 
gave his reasons for asking the last question, 
and Zich. Montgomery, of counsel for prose­ 
cution, replied at some length, and the Court 
then adjourned the investigation until 9:30 
this morning. 
STARTLING REVELATIONS. 
Upon reassembling this morning, the Court 
asked if there were any further arguments on 
the objection of counsel yesterday to the ques­ 
tion a.-ked by Dr. Stebbins, what he had 
heard Mrs. Schroder say in the presence of 
her husband. 
Dr. Stebbins again took the stand. 
Mr. Cohen held that it was competent to 
produce evidence of the condition of t ie 
mind of the accused. If temporarily der; i g d 
and acting under the provocation of a greit 
wrong, the defendant is not guilty. J. Joes 
not make any difference if the a t dial-red 
against Lefevre was not committed, it die 
defendant believed it. If he had reason to 
believe it that is sufficient. 
Zich Montgomery, for the prosecution, 
said he did not think au authority could be 
b und for violating such a rule of evidence. 
It is an elementary principle of testimony 
that hearsay testimony cannot be introduced. 
He did not believe that any authority ex­ 
isted for hearing in testimony the statements 
of the alleged paramour of the deceased, 
when oot underoath. If this hearsay testimony 
is to he admitted, it is hoped the Court w ill 
allow the prosecution to introduce testimony 
iu riie same way. 
Mr. Foote said that ths purpose of asking 
tho question of Dr. Stebbins, to the effect 
that if on June 12Ui he heard Mrs. Schroder 
tell her husband that 6he had been seduced 
by Dr. Lefevre, was to show that defendant 
believed such to be a fact. The fact of 
seduction need not be proved if there is 
sufficient testimony to prove that the belief 
existed in the iniud of the defendant; aud it 
is further to be proved from Dr. Stebbinb’ 
testimony the unsetiled and jaundiced con­ 
dition of his mind. The fact of seduction will 
be proved by other witnesses—by the lady 
herself, if necessary. 
COMPETENT TO ADMIT TESTIMONY TO PROVETHE 
CONDITION OF DEFENDANT’S MINI). 
The Court held that it was competent to 
admit testimony to show the condition of the 
mind of the defendant, and the oulv question 
was how to obtain it. He thought that per­ 
haps the question was not admissible, and the 
facts could be obtained in some other way ; 
the manners and condition of the defendant 
would be proper to introduce in testimony. 
The question that is asked may not show the 
intimacy between the defendant’s wife and 
the deceased, yet it may show the condition 
of the mind of the defendant at the time he 
received the information, and therefore it 
shall be admitted. 
Dr. Stebbins, the question being repeated, 
said that on June 12th, he heard Mrs. Schro­ 
der tell her husband that she had crimi­ 
nal intimacy with Dr. Lefevre at the 
house of the defendant. The witness had 
been sent for by his daughter. When he en­ 
tered the house he said, “ My daughter, 
what is this?” She threw herself on my 
neck, and cried, “ I don’t know.” 
MRS. SCHRODER’S CONFESSION. 
Edward then retired. I asked her tu con­ 
fess the guilt. Edward then returned, and 
she repeated it, and repeated it in his pres­ 
ence and in mine. I a-ked her in the presence 
of her husband how long this had been going 
on. She said that the first was two mouths 
before. I asked her, and I asked her husband, 
if the dentist had a bill against her for the 
work he had done. I asked if they had paid 
anything. They Baid no. I said to them, " I 
don’t know what Bort of a man this is, but if 
you should confront him he might in inso­ 
lence offer you the bill iu dentistry.” 
DR. STEBBINB’ INTERVIEW WITH LEFEVRE, 
AND HIS TERRIBLE THREAT. 
I proposed that Edward and I go to the 
i ffice of laífevre and demandan account. We 
went to the office. An attendant called Le­ 
fevre out. I had never 6een Lefevre before. 
As he came out he came toward me as though 
to accost me, and partially moved his hand 
as though to drake hands. I drew back and 
resented his approaches. I demanded in an 
imperious manner, " Have you an account of 
Mr. Schroder for dentistry?” 
Yes, he had. 
lie was tremulous and pale. “ Present that 
account iu items at once, sir, or I will 
blow your brains out.” That utterance 
was, happily, given in my unarmed condition. 
If 1 had been armed I would have committed 
the deed, and my son should have gone free. 
I struck him on the shoulder. “ Turn to 
your books, sir,” I said. He quivered and 
resented nothing. He opened his books, 
turned over the leaves and turned them back. 
He turned first to his bonks, then turned to 
his iudtx. "Where is your account, sir?” 
" Have you attempted to seduce my daugh­ 
ter ?’’ I demanded. “ Have you been entic­ 
ing her here under the cover of professional 
business? You kept no account.” Upon 
that, I suggested to Edward, who was stand­ 
ing at my left, “ Write a receipt, sir,” I said 
to Lefevre, "in full for all work done for 
Mr. Schroder, or his family, and sign it.” 
Mr. Schroder took a bill-head and made a 
receipt, and I directed Lefevro to sign it. 
He signed it. I told him, “ If you ever meet 
me in the street, don’t you dare look upon 
me and don’t you dare to look at Mr. 
Schroder or his wife.” Edward, who had not 
spoken up to that time asked, “ Did you 
leave 1461 Alice street a little after 9 o’clock 
last night?” He stolidly said “ No.” We 
returned to the house. I found my daughter 
iu great agony and after sustaining and con­ 
soling them both as best I could, I left them 
and returned to San Francisco. Tnis was on 
Saturday. I saw them on the following Sun­ 
day. They came to my church in San Fran­ 
cisco. 
THB PRISONERS CONDITION SINCE THE REVE­ 
LATION— HIS DEPRESSION. 
Monday, June 14th, war the beginning of 
a vacation which Edward is allowed to take 
from the hank from his accustomed duties. I 
came to Oakland evtry day I could. I found 
him in great dis’ress always. I took him to 
walk, to ride. I took him over to Oakland. 
I sought to be with him. In the midst of si­ 
lence and in the midst of conversation he 
would cry out iu ejaculations of overwhelm­ 
ing grief. Once lie attempted to jump from 
the Oakland boat. When his two weeks’ 
vacation were gone I advised him to return to 


the bank, saying that ardent labor might do 
him good. I called to see him there. Despair 
was off him. and I feared the result. On 
Friday, the 14th instant, I went to the bank 
and saw the manager and one of ths principal 
assistants, and communicated to them Ed­ 
ward’s condition. I asked that he might 
leave for awhile without detriment to his 
standing at the bank. We went to San lla- 
f iel that night aud took horses and drove to 
the Novato Ranch. His depression excited 
the family. The host asked me wbat was 
the matter with my friend. The next day 
we went to Petaluma. When about four 
miles from Petaluma he said : ’’ Let me go ; 
why should I go with you ? Why should I 
go back ? I have nothing to go to ; I have 
nothing to go for.” He was driving. He 
pulled up, as though to stop and jump out. 
I put my arm around him. and gently re­ 
strained. him, and kissed him. I got him 
along to Petaluma. He seemed more soothed 
and quiet. In the evening we called on Mr. 
Bliss, and Edward seemed to have an hour 
of quiet. We took two rooms with doors 
connecting, aud wheelel the bed so that he 
could see me. Once during the night he arose 
and attempted to get out. I gently re­ 
strained him. He did not sleep, and I heard 
him groan during the night. We walked 
about town the next day. He was in the 
same depressed condition. We attended the 
Methodist church, and while there he saw a 
man enter with his wife and two children. 
HE GAVE A CRY OF AGONY, 
Raised his hands to his head and cried “ Oh.” 
We harnessed up that afternoon and he 
drove. We intended to go up to Santa Rosa. 
During the drive he only made categorical re­ 
plies to my remarks. When some distance 
on the road some piece of the harness gave 
way. Edward found a man to repair it. Ha 
remarked on the kindness of the man. and 
said he supposed he had a happy home. We 
drove to Santa Rosa and passed a similar ex­ 
perience during the night as we had the night 
before, except that he once rose and walked 
about the room. Ths next day we went to 
Healdsburg. It was very hot. He said he 
did not care if the heat killed him. I sug 
gestad that we go to the Geysers. He a-ked 
if it were a place of any interest. He did not 
spem to care to go, but wished to be with me. 
We took a fresh team there and drove to the 
Geysers that night. The road was rough, 
neglected, narrow and hilly. Edward 
drove, aud at times more rapidly than 
I thought was safe. I took the reins at 
times. At the Geysers we were unable to 
obtain a room with two beds, and 
he was unwilling 
to 
be separated. 
So we Bhartd the same bed. He was rest­ 
less during the night, groaning and wished to 
rise. The next day after visiting the princi­ 
pal Geysers and then returning to fiealcls- 
burg, he fell into the customary mood of talk­ 
ing of his distrefses. I tried to comfort him 
and reassure him, and promised that what­ 
ever happened he would have my care and 
my support. I told him that the wrongs we 
suffered were as great to his wife and to me 
as they were to him. 
Returning to Santa 
Rosa, we had substantially the same experi- 
erce as the night before. The same charac­ 
teristics substantially were noticeable. I 
thought he was somewhat calmer, and there 
was improvement in his condition. 
We 
visited the prison at San Quentin and then 
returned by the boat to the city.B When on 
the boat he expressed his satisfaction at hav­ 
ing been with me and hoped he would be bet­ 
ter. He said be would return to his family, 
and spend the succeeding days of the week 
with his family and return to the bank on 
Monday. 
THE SUHRODERS IN CHURCH. 
On Sunday he and his wife came to church. 
I noticed in church that he had gone back to 
despair. He did not remain during the en­ 
tire service. I knew first he was gone by a 
note given me by the sexton. The note was : 
“ Dear—Forgive me. I cannot stay iu.” It 
was signed hy his initials. After service was 
concluded I met him at the gate. His wife 
joined him and we walked to my house. He 
had gone back to the same despairing condi­ 
tion as when he was at the bank. He and 
his wife left the house for Oakland. I saw 
him on the next Monday, the 19th instant, at 
my house. My wife was staying there at 
that time. He was in a condition of great 
excitement and depres.-ion. He stayed till 
Friday, the 23d. lie went to the bank occa­ 
sionally. On Thursday and Friday I was en­ 
couraged iu his condition. I did not see him 
again until after the shooting. I think I saw 
him a few minutes after Yin the evening after 
the shooting. He seemed quiet and self pos­ 
sessed. There was an entirely new phase in 
bis life since June 12th. He has been always 
cheerful, kind, affectionate and very happy, 
especially among his friends ; but immedi­ 
ately the whole tone of his bearing was 
changed. . CROSS-EXAMINATION. 
The cross-examination then began, con­ 
ducted by Mr. Montgomery. 1 have known 
Mr. Shroder, said the witness, about nine 
years. He has been married to my daughter 
about eight years. 
Counsel asked if the marriage was with his 
consent. 
The defense objected to tiie question as 
irrelevant and not cross-examination. 
The question was finally withdrawn. 
The question was asked if the witness 
knew Mr. Shroder had suspicions of improper 
relations with any one before J une 12th. 
Objection was raised. 
The Court here took a recess. 
As Dr. Stebbins related the story of his 
daughter's shame he was often very much 
affected, and at times gave way so tiiat he 
was unable to speak. 
CROSS-EXAMINATION RESUMED. 
The objection to the question was sustained. 
The Court then took a recess. 
After iecess the cross-examination was re­ 
sumed. Witness testified that the distress in 
the mind ( f the defendant was caused by his 
wife’s intimacy with Dr. Lefevre and for 
other reasons that he knew of. 
He was asked how long after the marriage 
of Mr. and Mrs. Schroder the first child 
was born. 
Counsel for the defense objected. 
Mr. Montgomery claimed that evidence to 
show that the wife of the accused hid been 
untrue before marriage was competent, as it 
would show that other causes influenced the 
mind of the accused than the confession of 
his wife. He also held that Mr. Schroder 
had no right to believe the statements of 
such a women. 
The objection was sustained. 
The question was asked what Mrs. Schro­ 
der told her father when he went to her 
house on June 12th. The Doctor said he 
had asked her concerning her relations with 
Lefevie. She said that he had been to the 
house the night before, and had been there 
three or four times. He asked her if she had 
submitted herself to him. She said she had. 
She did not specially state the times or places 
when she submitted herself to him. When 
Edward Grst came to witness to take him to 
hig house on June 12th, he went with him to 
Oakland. He advised Edward and his wife 
of the wrongs the deceased had done, aud 
counseled them to endure the wrong then, 
anil the witness went to Dr. Lefevre’s office, 
and the conversation related in the direct ex­ 
amination occurred. He said that when Dr. 
Lefevre denied that he had been at 1104 
Alice street the night before he said he lied, 
c r was a li ir. 
Mr. Montgomery asked if the defendant 
had ever made any threats against the life of 
Dr. lefevre. 
The witness replied that the accused had 
once, during a period of great depression, 
said he was tempted to kill Dr. Lefevre. 
Dr. Stebhins testified further that the de­ 
fendant lived with his wife after the 12th of 
June, except when he was out of the city. 
Mrs. Schroder is 25 or 26 years of age. When 
the receipt mentioned above was given by 
Dr. Lefevre, no money was paid. Mrs. 
Schroder was at home in Oakland during her 
husband’s trip to the Geysers. 
OTHER TESTIMONY. 
Dr. Brooks was recalled by the defense. 
He was asked if a conversation in the room 
in which the first shot was fired could be 
heard in the operating room. He replied that 
be thought loud talking could he heard. 
E. C. McFarland testified that he had 
knnown the defendant for Eeven or eight 
years. He had seen the defendant often of 
late. He formerly was of a social and cheer­ 
ful disposition. Since June 12th a marked 
change could be noticed. He was very dif­ 
ferent from what he had been. It was 
thought he was drinking. His distress in­ 
creased from day to day. When asked for 
the cause of his distress, he would say he had 
a great deal of trouble and had nothing to 
live for, and such remarks. He drank a great 
deal. Witness saw the defendant between 12 
and 1 o'clock the day of the shooting. He 
spoke of having to go back to the bank, ai.d 
that he could not stand it. He seemed more 
dept essed than ever. 
Sc h r o d e r's b r o t h e r-in -la w . 
A. W. Follansbee, the brother in-law of the 
defendant, testified that he had known the 
accused for about eight years. I never knew 
a more cheerful man than he was prior to 
June 12tb. Recently he has been very dif­ 
ferent. Once he came into the office and I 
asked him what the matter was—if it was a 
money trouble ? He said no ; he wished to 
God it was. 
I had noticed that he was 
changed before he mentioned anything con­ 
cerning it. I have seen him several times, 
and noticed that he looked badly. He was 
in my office in the middle of the day on which 
the shooting occurred. I do not know if he 
was armed at the time. Since the killing of 
Dr. Lefevre he seen.s more composed, and 
there was au improvement over the last time 
I saw him previous to the tragedy. 
The counsel for defense said there were 
several witnesses to be examined who were 
not present, and asked for a continuance till 
to-morrow morning at 9 o’clock, which was 
granted. 
Mrs. Schroder was not present at the City 
Hall to-day. 
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Grand Council, Im p. O, R. M.—Elertlon of 
O Ulcers. 
Stockton, July 29th.—The Great Council 
met this morniug, Henry A. Chase, G. S., 
presiding. 
Representative Grove L. Johnson, from 
the Committee on Legislation, reported 
answers to certain queries heretofore pro­ 
pounded, as follows : First, that a Degree 
Council could not perform the ceremony of 
adoption ; second, that the subject of with­ 
drawal cards is fully treated by the constitu­ 
tion and by-laws of the Tribes ; thir I, that 
any member of au extinct Tribe who has 
been suspended for non-payment of dues 
could be reinstated by paying to the Great 
Chief of Records one great sun’s dues, and 
receiving from him a withdrawal certificate ; 
that he could present this certificate to any 
Tribe of the jurisdiction in the same manner 
as a withdrawal card, and be admitted a 
member of the Tribe. 
The report! were adopted. 
Representative Grove L. Johnson also re­ 
ported a plan for founding an endowment 
fund, which plan was adopted unanimously. 
The Advisory Committee and the Committee 
ou Legislation were directed to meet t gether 
as soou as practicable and prepare details for 
the working of the plan. 
The Great Sachem was instructed to see 
that the stock belonging to thL Great Coun­ 
cil in the San Francisco lied Men’s Hall 
Association be represented at the meetings of 
the stockholders of said association. 
Repre-entatives Martin Alexander and 
George Turner were appointed a special com­ 
mittee to examine and report at the next ses­ 
sion as to whether this Great Council is 
legally incorporated or not. 
The Great Council then took a recess until 
2 o’clock P. M. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
The Great Council reassembled at 2 o’clock, 
and elected Great Chiefs for the ensuing 
Great Sun, as follows : Great Sachem, Eu­ 
gene Lehe of Montezuma Tribe, No. 18; 
Great Senior Sagamore, J. A. Filcher of 
Delaware Tribe, No. 48 ; Great Junior Saga­ 
more, J. F. Pinkham of Miantanomah Tribe, 
No. 9 ; Great Prophet, Henry A. Chase of

The thanks of the Great Council were ten­ 
dered to the tribes of Stockton for courtesies 
rendered to the Great Council and the mem- 
b‘-rs thereof ; also to Henry A. Chase for the 
impartiality of his acts as presiding officer of 
this Great Council. 
The official bonds of the District Deputies 
were fixed at 82,500. 
Great Ssehem Eugene Eahe, ou behalf cf 
the Great Council, presented to the retiring 
Great Sachem, Henry A. Chase, a tine watch 
and chain. The presentation was accom­ 
panied by a neat ‘-peech from Great Sachem 
Eugene Lehe, and was responded to hy the 
recipient in a feeling reply. 
The thanks of the Great Council were ex­ 
tended to the Resident Physician of the In­ 
sane Asylum, brother Shurtletf, for his court­ 
esies to the representatives of this Great 
Council who are soj.mming in Stockton, in 
conducting them through the Insane Asylum, 
etc.

V allejo, July ’29th.—This afternoon the 
S?cretary of the Navy, in company with 
Commodore Calhoun, Captain Johnson and 
civil engineer Calvin Brown, paid a visit to 
the new stone dry dock at the navy yard. 
The visit was not for the purpose of making 
a rigid inspection of the same, as a future 
day will be devoted to that purpose. From a 
casual observation, the Secre:arv was much 
pleased with the work, aud could readily see 
the necessity of completing the structure as 
boo* m possible, and will undoubtedly recom­ 
mend that a sufficient appropriation be made 
for that purpose. When complete, the dock 
will be one of the largest aud finest in the 
world, and will rifleet great credit on the 
originator, civil engineer Calvin Brown, U. 
S. N., who has had entire supervisión of the 
work since its conception. The dock will 
have many features from plans of other 
stone docks, and also a number of entirely 
new designs—Mr. Brown’s ideas. Had a 
sufficient amount of money been appro­ 
priated, the work would have been finished 
and ready for the dockage of vessels long ago. 
While in the excavation the Secretary ap­ 
peared interested in the manner in wfiieh the 
work was being prosecuted. One or two 
grauite blocks were placed in position in his 
presence. An examination of the model in 
the civil engineer’s office was made, and other 
points of interest inn iad bout the duck visited. 
Small-Pox Xcnr Martinez. 
B enicia, July 29th.—A Chinaman, sick 
with the small-pox, was driven from Marti­ 
nez a week ago. Since that time he has beeu 
lying in a canyon a mile and a half from that 
town and a few feet from the Southern Pacific 
Railroad track. The track walker sees him 
every morning, rolled in blankets behind the 
bushes.

Judge Deady of the United States Circuit

further sum of S2.400 in excess of the charges 
allowed by law, for w hich sums, aggregating 
$12,886 80, the referee finds that the State is 
entitled to a judgment against Chadwick and 
his sureties. 
This added to the amount 
ft uud due to the State from Chadwick and 
his sureties at the end of the first four years 
of his administration, makes 317,175 81, f ir 
which judgments will be asked and probably 
obtained. The defendants are believed to be 
able to satisfy any judgment which may lie 
obtained against them.

A fter argument by counsel the Court 
suggested that if the evidence for the defense, 
in trying to show it t > be no worse than other 
places, was true, there are other places 
th at would very projierlv come under the ban 
of the law, and adjudged the defendant guilty 
as charged in the complaint, and ordered him 
to appear for judgm ent Saturday at 10 A M. 
This judgm ent of ihe Court, it may be hoped, 
will havd a wh lesome effect upon ether 
places in this city which often make night 
and day hideous, and disturb the ;>eac3, com­ 
fort and decency of other neighborhoods, and 
which the Chief of Police has given orders to 
the officers to “ bring in ” whenever further 
disturbances occur.

SECOND WARD 
REPUBLICAN CLUB. 


Soma Reminiscences of th e Wax Times 
and U r. Sullivan’s Story. 
The Second W ard Garfield aod A rthur 
Club, presided over by C. T. Jones, m et at 
H ussars H all last night. The m inutes of the 
last meeting were read and approved. 
A 
c immunication was received from the State 
Central Committee notifying the club of the 
State ratification meeting to be held in Sac­ 
ramento the evening of A ugust 12th, and so­ 
liciting the co-operation of the club in making 
the meeting a success. 
There was read also 
a communication containing statistics of the 
elections a t which General Garfield won vic­ 
tories in Ohio. 
Votes of thanks were ten­ 
dered Professor Howe, Secretary of State D. 
51. Burns and M r. O’M era for aid rendered 
the club at its mess meeting. 
The Chair addressed the club concerning 
the Republican primaries, in which he pcin' • 
ed out the necessity of Republican voters 
turning out on th at occasion aud voting. 
H e pointed out how by neglect of Republi­ 
cans the primaries are sometimes left to the 
few, and the party is not fully or pro] erly 
represented by the result. 
H e urged all to 
attend and vote at the primaries and si ow 
an inteiest in these prelim inary and neieE- 
sary steps of party work. 
H e spoke of the 
State ratification meeting of the 12th, and 
urged niembers of the club to render all po.- 
sible aid to make the m eeting a great suc­ 
cess. 
M r. Neisaon spoke of the necessityjof unit­ 
ing the two clubs of the ward, and noped a 
Committee of < inference would be again ap­ 
pointed. 
The Chair explaired how this club had 
done all it could to bring about a union, and 
how thus far there had been only failure in 
th at line. H e hoped a union would be effect­ 
ed, and said the club was ready to do all th at 
is fair and right. 
H e denied the rumor th at 
the club is organized in the interest of any 
man or candidates except Garfield and A r­ 
thur. 
H e hoped the other club would make 
overtures for a union, as this club had made 
the first offer, and it had been rejected and 
th at somewhat rudely. 
M r. Sullivan said the club wae ready to 
meet the other one half way. 
I t has offered 
to do all th at could be expected. 
Ii the other 
club would show any signs of a desire to con­ 
fer he would support a movement to meet 
th at offer half way. 
M r. Neissou moved f ir the appointm ent of 
a Conference Committee. 
C. C Brown said he was on a C inference 
Committee sent to the other club, and ail the 
satisfaction the committee got was the greet­ 
ing : “ If you fellows want a Second W ard 
Club kept up, come up aud sign our roll.” 
H e still favored union of the clubs if it can 
possibly be had. 
M r. Goddard said he had conferred witli a 
leader in the other club relative to a union, 
aud offered to unite the membership and let 
the whole elect new officers, and if the other 
club had as large a membership as claimed it 
could easily control the new organization. 
T hat proposition was declined. 
The Chair said in the Second W ard of all 
others there should be united action. 
There 
was no earthly reason for two clubs in the 
ward. 
H e couldn’t see why the party Bhould 
be injured to satisfy the claims of auy set of 
men to fill club offices, nor could he see why 
men should insist in locating a club on the 
very edge of the ward, and next to, or in a 
saloon th at m ast gain by i t 
H e for one did 
not feel like asking men or speakers to go off 
to one side of the ward in th at way. 
The 
m ajority of the Republicans felt sorry over 
the division anil sustained this club in its or­ 
ganization and position. 
H e as one officer 
was ready to resign. 
H e had no desiie to fill 
the office. 
Mr. Devlin, the Secretary, said be, too, had 
not sought t<ie office, and was ready to resign 
to bring about a union. 
In reference to Mr. Small, the Chair gave 
n. tice th at any aid and advice relative to 
naturalization or registration would be given 
free by C. T. Jones, R. Devlin or F. D. R y­ 
an, the two former at their offices and the 
latter at the Coprt-house.' 
The club was then addressed by F . Eise- 
minger, J . H . Sullivan and R. II. Small. 
The first stated the reasons why he is a Re­ 
publican, because it seeni3 to him the party 
best fitted to protect men in their rights and 
ad varee the country. 
Mr. Sullivan gave 
some 
interesting 
reminiscences 
of 
the 
war times aud the feeling in Sacramento. 
H e said th at M r. English, now nominated 
for the Vice-Presidency of the ÜDÍttd States 
by the Democrats, was known to have been 
the organizer and head officer of the Order of 
the K nights of the Columbian Star, a seeesh 
organization in the N orth during the war, to 
render aid to the rebels and to carry N orthern 
States out of the Union. 
The Order was 
strong in Sacramento. 
It planned to capture 
the State Treasury and i L a ‘inga Bank, and 
to kill Judge Robert Robinson, who was at 
the Lead of the Provost .Marshal’s depart­ 
ment. 
They m et down near Sutterville and 
wore to make the raid, but Robinson heaid of 
it in time, and soldier* from Oarup Union 
inarched in in the night and guarded the 
treasury and the city, and all the militia were 
ready. 
J . C. Goods, w ho.had been let into 
the secrets ot the Order, refused to have any­ 
thing to do with the robbery, and told the 
K nights that night that they would meet 
force, and so the raid fell through. 
M any 
citizens of Sacramento knew of w hat he 
spoke, and Judge Robinson could verify it. 
Mr. Small gave a c-ketch of his political 
recollections from President Tyler’s time to 
thi*, and concluded that General Hancock’s 
election would not be for the interests of the 
nation and the preservation of the Union. 
He thought the way to look ut the campaign 
is to consider the parties, not the men they 
put forward, * lid he had a thousand reasons 
to state why he and the most of the people of 
his race were not Democrats. 
H e sketched 
the rise of the slave trade, the propagation of 
shivery, aud its abolition, and charged the 
Democracy with throughout all fostering the 
traffic in humau flesh and the holding of men 
in bondage ; with being responsible for the 
hanging of negroes at the 
North, their 
flogging at the South, the burning of the 
negro rphan asylums at the North, the m ur­ 
der of Lincoln and the attem pted destruction 
of the American Union. 
H is rem arks were 
extended and eloquent. 
Captain Ruhstaller also addressed the Club, 
and said he was a Republican because he was 
horn in a republic ir Europe, and he be­ 
lieved the Republican party the best one to 
keep the Republic here as it is. 
Several persona then signed the roll and the 
Club adjourned until next Thursday to select 
names of persons to be voted for at the com­ 
ing primaries.
